AMERICANS WITHDRAWN. 

“The United States withdrew its 
troops from Siberia in the spring 
of 1920, because considered that 
the original purposes of the ex- 
pedition had either been accom- 
plished or would no longer be sub- 
served by continued military ac- 


tivity in Siberia. The American 


Government then ceased to be a 
party to the expedition, but it re- 
Mained a close observer of events 
in Eastern Siberia, and has had an 
extended diplomatic correspond- 
ence with the government of 


apan. 
“It must be frankly avowed that 
this correspondence has not al- 
ways disclosed an identity of views 
between the two governments. The 
United States had not been un- 
mindful of the direct expos oft 
Japan to Bolshevism in Siberta,. 
and the special problems which 
‘@onditions existing there have 
created for the Japanese govern- 
ment, but it has been strongly dis- 
posed to the belief that the public 
assurances given by the two gov- 
ernments at the inception of the

Many Municipal Employees 
May Soon be Homeless. 


Purchase of New Building 
Held Up in Council. 


No Structure Now Offered 
_ Gets Six Votes. 


The Board of Library Directors 
ia demanding that the city bulld- 
ing on Normal Hill be torn down 
at once to make way for the new 
$1,500,000 public Ubrary. and the 
city departments now located in 
the Normal Um Center face evic- 
tion with no place to go. The 
owners of the Hosfield Bullding. 
which is the south annex of the 
City Hall and which houses the 
City Engineer's, City Attorney's 
and many other offices, is demand- 
ing to know when the city is to 
sign a lease on these quarters 
for which the Council has been 
simply paying $14,000 a year 
straight rental and ho lease.

COUNCIL DEADLOCKED. 
Meanwhile the City Council is 
deadlocked over the purchase of 
a new building to be used as an 
annex to house the departments 
now located at Norma! Hill and in 
the Hosfield Buliding. “There are 
five votes for the purchase of the 
Douglas Building at the northwest 
corner of Third and Spring streets 
for $460,000 and four votes in 
favor of buying the California 
Bullding at the southwest corner 
of Second street and Broadway 
for $400,000. Siz votes are re- 
quired to make the purchase. 
Another offer under considera- 
tion is that of the purchase of the 
Bullard Bullding at 156 N. Spring 
street, adjoining the Temple 
Block, for $300,000, of which 
$30,000 is to be paid in cash and 
the remainder in ten annual pay- 
ments of $27,000 each. Dr. J. H.

PASADENANS OPPOSE BOARD 
OF SUPERVISORS VOTING 
APPROPRIATION, 


The Pasadena Community Play- 
house Association announces the 
following communication has been 
sent to R. F. McClellan, chairman 
of the Board of Supervisors: . 

“PASADENA, Jan. 20. 1922. 

“Dear Sir: 
to our attention that the Board of 
the 
sum of $20.000 toward the ex- 
penses of the forthcoming season 
of The Pilgrimage Play in Los 
Angeles, While heartily approv- 
ing of the production. we do not 
believe that its nature is such that 
ft should be supported out of 
public funds contributed by the 
taxpayers at large. ‘ ; 

“However, if the Board of Sup- 
ervisors do feel that activities of 
this sort are entitied to public 
moneys, we would suggest that 
before making an appropriation 
the Board of Supervisors make a 
careful survey of the various ac- 
tivities of a similar nature in 
Los Angeles county and then ap- 
portion any funds you may have 
fer such purposes among them 
instead of voting a large lump: 
sum to one activity. 

“As entitled to your considera- 
tion under this head. we cite in 
addition te our own organization. 
the Hollywood Community Pilay- 
ers, the Feth Players in Mon- 
rovia, Long Beach Community 
Arts Players, Pasadena Commun. 
ty Orchestra. Hollywood Com- 
munity Chorus, etc. All of these 
are civic en of an eu- 
cational nature, operated on «a 
nonprofit basis. In them the par- 
ticipants take part without com- 
pensation save a limited number 
of directing heads. It is our un- 
derstanding that all persons con- 
nected with The Pilgrimage Play 
are on salary. 

“We believe it le establishing a 
dangerous precedent to appropri- 
ate public moneys to such enter- 
prises. If they cannot be made to 

their own way through the 

zoffice they should be subsidized 
by persons directly interested in 
seeing such productions made. We 
say this without desire to refiect 
on The Piigrimage Play. although 
we cannot but feel that its appeal 
is limited in scope. Mission 
Play at Gan Gabriel might as well 
ask for a subsidy.
